Sugar Tax. 

The price of sugar is rot to be re- 
rfuctd two ccr.ts a pound, at least not 
as lorg as the present Republican Pen- 
la ta and President remain in business 
in Washington. 

'ihe Democratic House of Represen- 
tatives, it will be recalled, passed a 
biii placing sugar on the free list. It 
was estimated this would reduce the 
price [aporoAimately two cents a 
pound. Another bill was passed plac- 
ing a slight tax cn inhumes in pxcei:s 
of 15.000. This would have meant, in 
a few words, a transfer of a small por- 
tion of ihe burden of taxation from 
the breakfast tabl* to wealth. The 
corporation-controlled Senate has ob- 
jecti"n to thi3 program, and both bills 
will die with the session. 

The Democratic program of substi- 
tuting a tax on wealth for the tax on 
sugar was class legi9laton, the stand- 
patters and protectionists cried out in 
chorus. They were nefir heaid to 
complain, however, of the existing 
class legislation which permits the bur- 
den of federal taxation to fall entirely 
on the ahculders of the masses, taxing 
the average man, woman and child on 
every stitch of clothing thev wear and 
everything else they must have in or- 
der to live, while permitting fortunes 
to go untaxed. 

The masses of the people produce 
the wealth, and by legislative ad- 
vantage a few get possesison of it. 
and now those few object, and have 
prevented, the transfer to wealth of 
even the small amount of taxation de- 
rived from the tariff on sugar, which 
is but one of more than 500 things on 
which thf consumers pay a tax. They 
would prefer that the government con- 
tinue to tax sugar instead of wealth, 
because they eat no more sugar than 
the section hand on the railroad or the 
worker in the mill and therefore under 
the present system of urotection are 
compelled to pay a greater tax to the 
| federal government than does the 
i poorest man. 

! If a fiscal system which requires a 
; millionaire to pay no more tax to the 
national government than the section 
hsnd or the mill-worker is fair and ju3t 
there is no need of reform ; but if such 
a system is unjust, the income tax and 
free sugar bills were moves in the 
right directienn. 

The average citizen of this country 
eats 80 pounds of. sugar a year. A sav- 
ing of 2 cents a^ pound would have 
meant $1.60 per person a year, or a 
saving of 88 to a family of five. 

Because of]the obstructionists in the 
Senate, however, t h i b asving is not to 
be. The people mst go on paying an 
artificial price for sugar so that the 
poor old sugar trust shall not want for 
dividends on its watered stock, while 
the millionaires need not bother about 
paying a single penny of taxation on 
their wealth for the surjport of the 
J government. Perhaps some day it 
i will be different. But it will not be 
[until a Democratic Senate and Presi- 
! dermis elected to co-operate with a 
House of Representatives that is really 
tryng to represent the will cf the peo- 
ple of this country. 



Caleb Powers, who is facing certain 
defeat in his race for reelection to Con- 
gress in the Eleventh district on the 
Republican ticket, is out in another 
"whine", addressed to the voters of 
the district, in which he i3 trying the 
rather difficult feat of riding the ele- 
phant and Bull Moose at the same 
time. Powers however, 2 has the right 
done when he says: "Neither Roose- 
velt or Taft wili get a single electoral 
vote in this State— not one. With the 
Republican party split as it is every 
sane man knows that, this State will 
go largely Democratic." Referring 
to]Jthe chaos in the Eleventh district, 
Powtn again shows his "nut" is work- 
ing in the right channel when he says: 
1 As a result of this divisoin in the 
ReDublcan ranks, the Democratc party 
wili elect the county officers in half of 
the countes of the district." 

Commissioner Ward on the Job. 

Executive Agent J. Quincy Ward, 
ofjthe Fish and Game Commission, and 
Game Wardens Huuh Jenkins, of 
Franklin; A. C. Shott, of Henry, and 
H .T. Huffman, of Harrison, have 
just finished a raid on Kentucky River 
fishermen frum Frankfort to its 
mouth. Jand confiscated so manv nets 
that it was necessary for them to 
charter a towboat to carry their plun- 
er back to Frankfort, No arrests were 
made, but the sheriff of each county in 
which the nets were found will serve 
the warrants. 

Executive Agent Ward said that if 
they had taken all the nets thev passed 
they would have been unaple to handle 
them all, The raid is the first of a 
number planned. It is the intention 
of the commission to break up entirely 
the wholesale taking of fish by profes- 
sionals from Kentucky rivers.

♦he total negro population or Kentucky 
was 222.210, of whom 44,711, or 20.1 
per cent, were mulattoes. ^

Improved Educational 
Conditions From an 
Investment Standpoint 

By JOHN B. M'FERRAN. Chairman Educational Committee, 
Louisville Commercial Club 



I 

8TUDYIXG the educational situation in the state, I am more 
and more impressed with the absolute necessity for a radical 
change in our viewpoint concerning the subject. We have 
been viewing the schools rather as a necessary evil, an ex- 
pense to be kept at the minimum of cost. The logical result has been 
largely attained — cheap houses, cheap grounds, cheap equipment and 
in too many cases cheap teachers, cheap trustees, cheap county boards 
and cheap county superintendents. 

In fact, so long has this policy prevailed that we have dwarfed 
everything pertaining to our schools, even our educators, and most of 
all ourselves, the average citizens. The whole outfit is a cheap and in- 
adequate thing for the twentieth century. OUR SLIPSHOD AND 
CHAOTIC SYSTEM, IF SYSTEM IT CAX BE CALLED, POS- 
SIBLY ANSWERED FAIRLY WELL THE NEEDS OF FORTY 
OR FIFTY YEARS AGO, but everything else has moved tremen- 
dously within that time and moved with the greatest celerity and mo- 
mentum. 

With our schools here in Kentucky we have practically stood still, 
trusting to luck or some other mysterious power to supplement our 
indifference and neglect. Not so with other more prosperous and 
progressive states, fully recognizing the value and importance of their 
children. With enlightened zeal and intelligence their tendency has 
been to crowd all the money into their schools that could be judi- 
ciously U3ed, looking upon it as a wise, businesslike proposition, a 
most profitable investment, and so it has proved, states younger and 
no more favorably situated, with really inferior natural resources, sur- 
passing us in material wealth two and three fold. 

BEFORE WE CAN MAKE THE NEEDED AND DESIRED PROG- 
RESS WE MUST GET THE VIEWPOINT THAT IT IS NOT ONLY OUR 
HIGH AND HOLY DUTY, BUT MOST PROFITABLE, TO SEE OUR 
CHILDREN AND THEIR SCHOOLS FROM THI INVESTMENT SIDE 
AND PROVIDE GENEROUSLY THE FINANCIAL AID THAT IS IM- 
PERATIVELY NEEDED. 

Furthermore, we must awaken out of our apathy and see that 
this money is used to the best advantage and not frittered away by 
incompetence or graft. We have been furnishing two and a half to 
three million dollars per annum for our schools for a number of years. 
What number of citizens have at any time taken the slightest interest 
to know how this money was being expended ? There seems to have 
been great waste. WE HAVE ALLOWED THE INTEREST OF 
OUR CHILDREN TO DRIFT INTO POLITICS AND INTO 
CONFUSION. IT IS HIGH TIME TO CORRECT THIS.

IMPARTING FRAGRANCE TO TEA 



Species of Jasmine Flower Used by 
the Chinese to Give Beverage 
the Desired Aroma. 




It Is estimated that the Chinese con- 
sume annually five pounds of tea for 
each member of the population. It 
grows in small patches around the 
homesteads, plantations being prac- 
tically unknown. The leaves are pick- 
ed by members of the family and 
dried in the sun, being subsequently 
handed over to the middlemen, who 
subject them to the process of firing. 
In the case of green tea the leaves 
are roasted almost immediately after 
they are gathered, and dried off quick- 
ly after being rolled into balls by hand 
and squeezed. There are usually 
three pickings — early in April, when 
the leaves are covered with a whitish 
down (a limited output known as pe- 
koe) ; toward the middle of May and 
again in August. Brick tea is made 
by pressing the damp tea in a mold 
in the form of a brick, 8 to 12 inches 
long and about one inch thick. The 
fragrance of all scented tea is not 
natural, but imparted by firing the 
leaf with a sort of jasmine flower, 
called by the Chinese "mok-lee." In 
inferior teas the scenting flower is 
strewn over the top of the tea when 
packed and removed after a day or 
two. Flowery pekoes are white, vel- 
vety tipped teas with no fragrance 
and are unfermented.

One man in three meets at least a 
part of his expenses by his own earn- 
ings at Columbia. Beside the obvious 
occupations, like tutoring, stenog- 
raphy, newspaper, library, gymnasium, 
religious and social work of various 
kinds, there is a man who makes his 
living dressing windows; another who 
practices osteopathy, another m;i:i 
who divides his time between college 
work and the management of a theat- 
rical star; a teacher in the Ferrer 
Bchool, a taxidermist, an expert in 
color photography, a vaudeville per- 
former, a hospital orderly, a Pullman 
porter, a printer, technical assistants 
from three of the great city laborato- 
ries, a professional baseball player 
and a tree doctor.

Premature Burial. 

M. Thoinot, professor of forensic 
medicine to the Paris Academic de 1 
Medicine, has been lecturing upon 
premature burial, an accident the fear 
of which is, perhaps, not so prevalent 
as it was in the days of Edgar Poe. 
He gave an interesting description of 
the many inventions devised for the 
avoidance of this, including the inser- 
tion oi a breathing tube in the mouth 
of the corpse, which is brought 
through the lid of the coffin and pro- 
jected from the grave. But he declared 
that no precaution was so satisfactory 
as that of delaying the burial until 
the signs of putrefaction are apparent. 
The provisions of the code Napoleon, 
which ordain that no burial shall take 
place until twenty-four hours after 
death and inspection by the medical 
authority of the district, are, he said, 
entirely adequate on this point, and 
if they are carried out to the full, no 
one need have any fear of being bur- 
ied alive.

—While Boyle countv has had abr.ud- 
ant rains certain sections ol 
county are suffering from a 
drought. Most of the rains have been 
local and while the crops in surround- 
ing counties will be short on account 
of the dry weather the vields in Boyle 
promise to be prolific. The corn crco 
in Boyle is something immense. 

—With only about S300 worth of corn 
in controversy, the sixth trial of the 
suit between Jesse N. Fishback and 
Perry Ward, two farmers., is now be- 
ing heard in the Quarterly Court at 
Carlisle. In the five preceding trials 
three have resulted in hung juries and 
the other two have been followed ty 
appeals. The cost is now several 
times the amount in controversy. 

—Due to the almost entire fail- 
ure of the corn crop throughout the 
greater part of Central America muc:> 
suffering exsts there, according to ac- 
vices rceeived rere. Many of the 
poorer classes have been reduced to 
the verge of starvation, it is said, and 
with little prospect for immediate re- 
lief the situation has bceome grave 
during the past few weeks.. 

—Farm demonstrators from the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture will 
be stationed in ten counties in Ken- 
tucky next year. The Government 
and the Stat* each have an appropria- 
tion to be used for this purpose, and a 
big manufacturing and distributing 
concern has adopted the policy of al- 
lotting SI, 000 to each of certain coun 
ties selected in a State for the pur- 
pose of promoting agriculture, on the 
theory that as agriculture 
their 9ales increase. 

These demonstrators will give ex- 
pert advice to farmers regarding 
matters bearing(on| the | character of 
soil, rotation of crnp3, methods of cul- 
tivationa and fertiliaztion, laying off 
the farm, drainaae, building 3ilos. 
barns, etc., and all questions arising 
^connection with practical farming. 

Their method of demonstrating is 
unique. They makearrangements with 
the farmer whereby he plants his crop 
in a field according to his ideas, then 
the demonstrator takes a portion of 
the same field, plants the same kind of 
crop, after the most approved meth- 
ods, and demonstrates, side by side 
with the farmer, the advantage of 
scientific methods. 

The counties in which the demon- 
strators are to be located will be 
chosen so as to have the demonstra- 
tions on diverisfied kinds of soil. Com- 
missioner Newman hones beiore his 
term expies to have a demonstrator in 
every county, beileving the weatlh of 
the State can be mutipieoll. "If this 
can be done." said Commissioner New- 
rran, "the increased yield will nav the 
expenses of the State government ten 
times over in a
